Those in the 
former will be located' at Aly, near 
the Montgomery and Yell county line, 
another at Shady, south of Mena and 
just across the Arkansas-Oklahoma 
line, in Oklahoma and near Menapage, 
in the Ozark National Forest. The 
three camps will be north of the town 
of Ozark, at Cass; another on the Illi- 
nois bayou at Doven, and the third 
near Mountain View, Stone county.

Act No. 144 


Act No. 144 or 1933 fixed June 15 as the last date for pay- 


ment of poll taxes that would qualify the holders to-vote. 


Poll taxes due this year are for 


assessments made last year, prior to 
April 10. 


Any person who has not assessed a 


poll tax may, up to and including June 
15, go before the clerk and make an 
assessment and pay a penalty of Jl— 
25 cents of which shall go to the clerk 
for his services, and 75 cents to the 
county general fund. If the assess- 
ment be made after April 10, the co- 
lector also must add a penalty of 25 
cents for failure to pay the poll tax 
at the time prescribed for making pay. 
ment without a' penalty

Women are not required by the con- 


stitutio ntp pay a poll tax unless they 
want to vote, and in that event the 
supreme court has held that they are 
subject to the laws relating to. assess- 
ment and collection of poll taxes.

fore -June 15 entitles the holder to 
vote in any election between June 15, 
1933, and June 15, 1934, 


Any person who has become of age 


since the time for assessing taxes in 
1932 ^April 10) may, if possessing oth- 
er .qualifications of an elector, vote 
without a poll tax receipt at any elec- 
tion fcrior to June 15, 1J34.

Payne eligible for parole after serv- 
ing five years. 


He sought to prevent the escape of 


the notorious Tom Slaughter 10 years 
ago when Slaughter shot his way out

prisoner. 


Slaughter was killed later by a fel- 
low convict who escaped from the 
penitentiary with him. 


Former Gov. T. C. McRae reward- 


ed Payne by granting him a furlough, 
but he was rcarrested and returned 'to 
the penitentiary by order of former 
Gov. Tom J. Terral in .1925. He was 
paroled during the early part of form- 
er Gov. John E. Martlneau's admin- 
istration airti remained at liberty un- 
til 1928, when he was convicted of 
murder for the third time.

ing Fred Brandon, a rural letter car- 
rier near Walnut Ridge, but his sent, 
ence was commuted to 15 years by 
Governor Parnell in December shortly 
before he retired from office, making 
Payne eligible for parole after serv- 
ing five years. 


He sought to prevent the escape of 


the notorious Tom Slaughter 10 years 
ago when Slaughter shot his way out 
of 
prison, 
killing 
one 
prisoner. 


Slaughter was killed later by a fel- 
low convict who escaped from the 
penitentiary with him. 


Former Gov. T. C. McRae reward- 


ed Payne by granting him a furlough, 
but he was rcarrested and returned 'to 
the penitentiary by order of former 
Gov. Tom J. Terral in .1925. He was 
paroled during the early part of form- 
er Gov. John E. Martlneau's admin- 
istration airti remained at liberty un- 
til 1928, when he was convicted of 
murder for the third time.

Bought by World 


8 Million Bales' Total, Lar- 


ger Than Year or Two 


Years Ago 


MEMPHIS-(U. S. Dcpt. 
Agricul- 


ture)—The past week in the cotton 
market was n quiet one with price 
changes narrow. Quotations on March 
31 were about 12 points lower than 
those March 24. Demand for spot co-t 
ton both in the domestic and foreign 
markets was stated as very moderate 
with buyers interested only in pur- 
chasing raw cotton for their immediate 
requirements. 


According to the Weather Bureuu for 


the week ending March 28, while rain- 
fall was mostly Jight to moderate, it 
was sufficient in conjunction 
with 


previous rains to keep the top soil in 
n saturated condition and too wet for 
proper working over large areas. This 
was especially true in the central por- 
tions of the cotton bell. 


In the western cotton 
belt field 


work was resumed on the lighter soils. 
Planting advanced in southern Texas 
and there wore scattered reports of 
seeding in some cast Gulf localities. 


According to the New York Cotton 


Exchange Service, world consumption 
of American cotton during the first 
seven months of this season amount- 
ed to 8,000.000 bales, compared with 
7,200,000 last season and 6,300,000 for 
the season before last for the corres- 
ponding seven months. 


Exports to Japan 
and 
China to 


Mnrch 31 of this season 'amounted to 
about 1,500,000 bales less than for the 
same period -last year. 
Exports to 


Great Britain and Germany for the 
same period were somewhat larger 
than n year ago and those to France 
about double. 


Total exports to March 31 amounted 


to about 6,100,000 bales against about 
6,900,000 a year ogo. 


Average price middling as compiled 


from the quotations of the ten mark- 
ets March 31 6.1Gc compared with 6.24c 
March 24 and 5.92c a year ago. Report- 
ed sales of spot cotton by the ten 
markets for the past week were mod- 
crate, amounting to 40,365 bales com- 
pared with 42,907 last week and 51,062 
for the like week the year before.

'prisonment in January, 1928 for kill- 
ing Fred Brandon, a rural letter car- 
rier near Walnut Ridge, but his sent- 
ence was commuted to 15 years by 
Governor Parnell in December shortly 
before he retired from office, making 
Payne eligible for parole after serv- 
ing five years. 


He sought to prevent the escape of 


the notorious Tom Slaughter 10 years 
ago when Slaughter shot his way out 
of 
prison, 
killing 
one 
prisoner. 


Slaughter was killed later by a fel- 
low convict who escaped from the 
penitentiary with him. 


Former Gov. T. C. McRae reward- 


ed Payne by granting him a furlough, 
but he was rearrested and returned "to 
the penitentiary by order of former 
Gov. Tom J. Terral in .1925. He was 
paroled during the early part of form- 
er Gov. John E. Martineau's admin- 
istration any remained at liberty un- 
til 1928, when he was convicted of 
murder for the third time.

MEMPHIS-(U. S. Dcpt.

ture)—The past week in the cotton 
market was n quiet one with price 
changes narrow. Quotations on March 
31 were about 12 points lower than 
those March 24. Demand for spot co-t 
ton both in the domestic and foreign 
markets was stated as very moderate 
with buyers interested only in pur- 
chasing raw cotton for their immediate 
requirements. 


According to the Weather Bureuu for 


the week ending March 28, while rain- 
fall was mostly Jight to moderate, it 
was sufficient in conjunction 
with 


previous rains to keep the top soil in 
n saturated condition and too wet for 
proper working over large areas. This 
was especially true in the central por- 
tions of the cotton bell. 


In the western cotton 
belt field 


work was resumed on the lighter soils. 
Planting advanced in southern Texas 
and there wore scattered reports of 
seeding in some cast Gulf localities. 


According to the New York Cotton 


Exchange Service, world consumption 
of American cotton during the first 
seven months of this season amount- 
ed to 8,000.000 bales, compared with 
7,200,000 last season and 6,300,000 for 
the season before last for the corres- 
ponding seven months.

Mnrch 31 of this season 'amounted to 
about 1,500,000 bales less than for the 
same period -last year.

use it r !1 up. The choice middle cuts 
always :..-e high when bought separ. 
ately, b.-./if the whole ham is pur- 
chased l.-.oy are not considered. Butt- 
end, 
hoc;: and end pnd center are re- 


garded as a whole and priced nt so 
much n pound. 


There are numberless ways of cook- 


ing smoked ham, but I believe that 
the most meals can be serVed with the 
least danger of the family becoming 
tired of the meat if bolh the ends are 
boiled and then worked up into in- 
teresting dishes. The center can be 
cut in slices for broiling. After the 
middle slices are used.Uhe ends are 
put together and securely lied and 
treated as a whole ham. Plan how the 
entire ham is to be used and then 
there will be no wasle. 


Soaking Is Good Rule 


Allhough it is not absolutely nec- 


essary to soak all hams before boiling 
or baking, I have found it advisable 
to do so even though I am sure of 
my brand and the saltiness of the 
ham I've bought An overnight bath 
in clear, fresh water cannot hurl any 
ham and will restore the moisture lost

Never 
cook a highly sailed piece of meal 
rapidly and in the case of broiling or 
sauleing, do nol depend on it to furn 
ish its own fat entirely. Always be- 
gin to cook ham at a low temperature 
and increase heat gradually. 


Start In Cold Water 


Put ham on to boil in cold water, 


bring slowly to the boiling point and 
simmer gently until tender. The time 
will vary, but it will take five or six 
hours for a twelve-pound ham. It can 
be boiled in cider, or ssasonings can 
be added to the water to give it a 
piquant flavor. Bay

There are numberless ways of cook- 


ing smoked ham, but I believe that 
the most meals can be serVed with the 
least danger of the family becoming 
tired of the meat if bolh the ends are 
boiled and then worked up into in- 
teresting dishes. The center can be 
cut in slices for broiling. After the 
middle slices are used.Uhe ends are 
put together and securely lied and 
treated as a whole ham. Plan how the 
entire ham is to be used and then 
there will be no wasle. 


Soaking Is Good Rule 


Allhough it is not absolutely nec- 


essary to soak all hams before boiling 
or baking, I have found it advisable 
to do so even though I am sure of 
my brand and the saltiness of the 
ham I've bought An overnight bath 
in clear, fresh water cannot hurl any 
ham and will restore the moisture lost

There are Iwo prccaulions lo keep

Always be- 
gin to cook ham at a low temperature 
and increase heat gradually. 


Start In Cold Water 


Put ham on to boil in cold water, 


bring slowly to the boiling point and 
simmer gently until tender.

of Bonnie Rye whisky in'1902 is John 
Hamilton, the town marshal. Fther 
ol Claude Hamilton, now with the 
Lion Oil company in Hope, Marshal 
Hamilton had uncovered 13 cases of 
whisky in a-negro's barn near the 
cemetery on the north side of town. 
He brought the liquor downtown, to 
the corner where Jack's News-stand 
is located, opposite the Missouri Pa- 
cific station; and there he destroyed 
it. 


Marshal Hamilton soon afterward 


was slain in one of the great murder 
mysteries of this county. 
He was 


killed by a negro employe of the Mis- 
souri Pacific—and feeling was high, 
some people saying that the negro had 
been hired by the illicit liquor men 
to murder the raiding marshal. The 
mystery is deepened by the fact that 
the negro was never permitted to come 
to trial. Trial was repeatedly post- 
poned, and finally 
the 
negro was 


taken ill in the penitentiary at Little 
Rock, and died there.

Act No. 280 


The penally for failure to pay all state, county, city or 


improvement district taxes was reduced from 10 to 3 per 
cent, and the time for redemption of property sold for taxes 
extended to four years, through Act 190 of 1933. 


The Act Is retroactive to all prop--1 


crly which has been forfeited for non- 
payment of taxes. 


Acl 280 did not carry Ihe emergency 


clause, Ihus making it operative on 
June 8, four days before the date fix- 
ed by law for county clerks to certify 
delinquent property. 


Thus the practical cffecl will be to 


allow 1933 property taxes Io be for- 
fciled by property owners who desire 
to do so, wilh a three per cent per 
annum penalty added. All such de- 
linquent taxpayers have four years, or 
unlil June 8, 1937, Io redeem their 
property, !he total penally to b2 12 
per cent. 


Tha act prcscribss lhat in all iu- 


slances iii which the law now provides 
lhat intei-ost shall be added to the 
amount of taxes, both improvement 
district and general taxes, by reason 


of not paying Ihe sains within the 
lime prescribed by law, the rate of 
interest was fixed at 6 per cent. 


The retroactive clause recites: 
"All real cstale which has already 


been forfeited for failure Io pay ils 
laxes or which has been sold for its 
taxes, either general or improvement 
district taxes and the time for the re- 
demption of which has not expired 
at the time of passtage of this act, is 
hereby declared to come within the 
purview of this act and can be re- 
deemed at cny time within four years 
from Ihe date of its sale and in com- 
puting Ihe amount necessary . only 
three per cent shall be added in those 
cases where Ihe penalty has attached 
and six per cent interest per annum 
in all cases where the law now pro- 
vides that interest shall be'
